More Than a Hundred People

Killed by His Orders

In Havana Province In tbe Put Two
Weeks.Mine Were Shot fear Klorido,
Nineteen Murdered »t Mine« and
Blghty-seven Otbeie Blaaahtered In
Cold Blood at Olber Placea, Some
Women and Children.

Key West, Fls., April «7..While
Delgado, the American, li slowly con¬

valescing from wounds inflicted on him
»t>y Spanish soldiers ander Gen. Mel-
qutzo's bidding several weeks ago, the
brutal Spanish offioer is still butchering
people In Havana province. Although
official investigation shows that Mel-
qutzo is guilty of all charges against
him, be has not been suspended from
his command.
He is said to possess enough influenae

in Madrid to make it exceedingly un¬
comfortable for any superior officer who
might endeavor to bring him to punish¬
ment.

#News received here tells of big con-
duct dnrlng the past two weeks. Near
Gamp Florido, so the information runs,
Melquizo arrested nine peaceable
oountrymen and by his orders they were
killed.
At Mines, nineteen "paclficos" fell

into his clutches and wore shot. He
rszed ton farms and gathered in fortylaborers who were killed in cold blood.
The most horrible phase of tbe last)
butchery is the fact that women and
children were among tboie massacred.
Id the vicinity of Jaruoo, Melquizo or¬
dered the slaughter of forty-seven
persons, who were taken from fields
where they were at work.
In Melquizo's territory the people are

flocking to Havana to eBoape him.

STILL TALKING ABOUT PENSIONS
The Pickler Bill Will Be Voted

On To-day.
Home Democrats Opposed to Pensioning

Confederate Deserters.Naval Appro¬
priation Bill Considered In the Senate.
Mr. Chandler's Amendment Caused a

Debate Which Broaden** Into a Dis¬
cussion of the Bnbjsct of Armor
Plates.

Washington, April 27..After spend¬ing two hours on District of Columbia
business the House to-day adopted a
special rule for a final vote to-morrow
on the riokler panalon bill. There wu
an animated debate over the adoption of
the rule. Mr. Crisp (Dem.,Oi.), charged
that Its purpose wave to destroy the right
of amendment. Mr. Dlngley and Mr.
Henderson defended tbe rule, the pur¬
pose of which they asserted was to bring
to a vote a hill on which there had al¬
ready been ample debate.
Mr. Crisp reiterated his statement

that tho purpose of the rule was to de¬
stroy the right of amendment, and fol¬
lowed this with the charge that the billhad been framed, not by the committee
on pensions, but by the leaders in con¬
trol of the House, who bad resolved that
the llouso should pass the bill as drawn,
or nothing.
"The committee on pensions," said

he, "spend days and waeks perfecting abill and then J«ho gentlemen who con¬trol legislation and who manage the
affairs of this House made this bill out
In the speaker's room. This certainlyis not the bill reported by the pensioncommittee. Then those gentlemenbrought in this rule to protect them¬selves against this 150 Republican ma¬jority. If you adopt this rule you musttake this bill as it stands, or nothing,"he conoluded, sarcastically addressingthe Republican side. "If yon like thesituation yeu are welcome to it."
Mr. Henderson ridiculed the virtuous

indignation of Mr. Crisp- "We know,"said he, "the solemn voice of the star
chamber rules committee of the
past, whose rules were elad in steel,appealing for more time. I have no
concealment to make," he oonolnded;"the gentleman says he appeals for
opportunity to amend this bill, pre¬sumably in the interest of the old
soldier. In the same interest I ask foraction."
Twenty-fonr Republicans voted with

the Democrats against the adoption of
tuo rale, but it was agreed te.lie to 88.
The pension bill was then taken np for

amendment under the five sninute rnle.
Mr. Oennelly (Rep., Ills.), offered an
amendment te the section of the bill
whloh provided that no peraen entitled
to a pension shosld be disqaallfled fromrsseivlag a psaslon by reason of anyprior service in tbe Confederate army so
as to limit the provision to persons whohad performed "involuntary service" in
tho Southern army.Mr. Pickler opposed tbe amendment
on the ground that it would be iatpee-slble to prove that service in the Oca-
federate army had been "involuntary."Mr. Pearson (Sep., N. C.) appealed to
his colleague, (Mr. Talbert) not to op¬
pose the soldiers from their scotlon, but
to let the opposition, if it must come,
come from the "copperheads" from the
North.
Mr. Miles (Dem., Md.) denounced tho

mon who deserted from the Confederate
army to join tho Union ranks at the
close of the war as mere mercenaries
who fought for gold and honored no flag.Mr. Connolly's amendment was do.
featod without division.
Mr. Hepburn (Rep., Ia ) offered an

amendment providing that the pension
office should construe the pension laws
liberally in the interest of the claimant
and that no claimant should be required
to produce proof that would exeludo all
reasonable doubt.but that claims should
be decided in favor of the preponderance
of the proof. The Hepburn amendment
was agreed to without division.
Mr. Wheeler, (Dem., Ala.) offered an

amendment whloh was ruled ont, cre¬
ating "a battle pansion roll." Several
other amendments were voted down,
when at 4 o'clock the time under the
special order expired and the bill
was reported to the House. The Hep¬burn amendment was adopted and the
bill was engrossed and ordered to its
passage.
Mr. Pickler alked unanimous consent

that the vote on the passage be taken
this afternoon,saying that members who
were absent could place themselves on
record.
"Why don't they stay away from the

horse rcocs?" asked Mr. Talberi (Dom.,
8. C.) (Langhter).

oonoerns furnishing armor or other>quipment for the Government. Ho laidthe practice of allowing retired navalofficers on three-fourths pay to eaterthe Bervloe of contractors dealing withthe Qovernment was very objeotlonaple.These officers had facilities for knowingwhat was going on at the Navy Depart¬ment and it was improper that serlloe

tractora should run together. \Mr. Baoon (Dem., Ga.) asserted teatthe armor manufacturers were making

An adjourned meeting of the City
Counoll was held last night with Mr.
Buckner in the chair. Upon calling the
roll the following members answered to
their names: Messrs. Andrews, McNa-
mee, Wilson, Mays, Colbourne, Haw¬
kins, Boehm, Guy, Oney, Starkey, High,
Loughery, Kasey, Riohmocd and Bach-
man.
The bill defining the duties of the

tax collector and designating the time
for the collection of taxes, was taken upand unanimously adopted as a whole.
The ordinance defining the duties of

the commissioner of the revenue, wae
then read and voted upon, the vote
standing, ayes, 14, one not voting.The ordinance defining the duties of
tbe city treasurer, was read and
adopted by a unanimous vote.
Tho old ordinance, defining the dutyof the city auditor in relation to the

collector of city taxes, was slightlyamended and adopted.
The bicycle bill was taken up which

provides that, all bicycles shall be
equipped with an alarm which shall be
sounded at all street orossiags, and at
night shall be provided with a lamp that
can be seen by pedestrians. The latter
part of the ordinance requires the lightsto be used from sunset to sunrise. The
ordinance provides that a fine of notless than SI nor more than 85 shall be
assessed for each offense. The bill was

ern.
Tbe report was withdrawn by thechairman of the committee withoutbeing voted on. The committee wasthen continued and instructed to doall in their power to secure any bidsfor the sale of tho stock owned by theolty and report at an adjourned meet*lng on the evening of the 29th instant.On motion of Mr. Buckner, Mr.Bachman was added to the specialcommittee.
The contract for the lighting of thecity waB again taken up, and afterbeing read war referred to the propercommittee.
A communication was received andread from the mayor in regard to thesmall buildings around tbe market. He

reoommended the removal of theDennis building and the Bates buildingund that the Glover building on the eastaide of tbe market bo allowed to remain.He also called attention to the condition
of Franklin road and recommended that
tbe proper steps bo taken to amend it.I The recommendations were referred to
the proper committees.

Tbe ordinance in relation to the saleof produce was amended so that farmersselling the productions of their ownfarms are not required to pay a curbagetax unless they choose to drive on the

market square. Dealers must pay the
regular curbage fee, but in the after¬
noon will be allowed to peddle every¬thing but fresh meat and fish.
The committee's report was read in

regard to the renting of tbe stalls at the
market bouse and properly acted upon.The report provides that stall renters
shall only be required to give bonds to
secure the payment of stall rents for
three months, with the privilege of ex*
tending them at tbat time- The report
was adopted and tbe stalls will be
rented at auction to day at 9 p, m.
